CHAPTER 102 ARTICLE 3 

Illinois SUtutes 
It shall not be lawful for any 
person, now or .herafter holding 
'any office, either by election or 
appointment, under the consti- 
tution of this state, to become in 
any manner Interested, eltherdl- 
rectly or Indirectly* In his own 
name or In the name of any oth- 
er person or corporation, In any 
contract or the performance of 
any work In the making or let- 
ting of wMch such officer may 
be eallied upon to act or vote. 
And it shall not be lawful for 
any such officer to represent, 
either as agent or otherwise, 
any person, company or corpora- 
tion. In respect of any applica- 
tion or bid for any contract or,, 
work In regard to which such 
officer may be called upon to 
vote. Nor shall any such officer 
take or receive, or offer to take 
or receive, either directly or in- 
directly, any money or other 
thing' of value, as a gift or bribe, 
or a means of Influencing his 
vote or action In hIa official 
character; and any and all con- 
tracts made and procured In vio- 
lation hereof, shall be null and 
void.

Ten days In which to file an onswer 
to Attorney Mortimer Singer's bill for 
an injunction, reetraJnlng Lake county 
from paying printing billa owing to the 
Udell Publishing Company of High- 
land Park, has been granted for thef 
defendents by Circuit Judge Ralph.' 
Dady. 

The Injunction bill brought by At- 
torney Singer, in behalf of the Singer 
Publishing Company, alleges that the 
Udell company cannot properly ac^ 
cept contracts for county printng be- 
cause Paul Udell, on official of. tho 
firm, Is a Lake county supervisor and 
member of the county printing com- 
mittee. The Singer company, In the 
present proceedings, seeks to prevent 
the county from pajing the Udell 
company for publication of asseaa- 
ment lists In the Highland Park Preaa, 
'and for other county printing donji 
recently. Requisitions signed by thel' ' 
county printing committee authorizing 
the publication of the assoasmcnt llsls 
were issued unlawfully. It Is alleged, 
ac such requisitions are not required, 
It being solely the duty of the supervis- 
or of assessments (county treasurer) 
16 place the asfeTeasmient rolls for pub- 
lication In the proper mediums accord- 
ing to law. Through llie unnecceasary 
requlBltlorts It la claimed, the printing 
committee -^laa designated Uie med- 
iums. 

Attorneys Clair C. Edwards and Sid- 
ney Block are representing the Udell 
oompHuy. The continuance was 
granted after It was agreed tliat pay- 
ment of the bills' by Lake county, 
should be delayed until the Injunction 
hearing is held.

"Notwithstanding tho many claims 
made, there are absolutely no exten- 
uating circumstances tlmt I know oC 
that are connecte<i with tho alleged 
violation of this statute," a leading 
Lake county lawyer declared today.-

nificance and the outcome is being 
watched wdth Intense Interest through- 
out Lake county and all northern Ill-

A largo brewery, believed to havo 
been the source of supply for road- 
houses and saloons In McHonry coun- 
ty and along the Lake county line, 
was raided Tuesday morning by Lea* 
ter Tiffany and hla doputlea.

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GASOLINE PRICES AND THE GAS TAX 

Gasoline prices luve fallen to the lowest level in years, 
when allowance is made for the state tax. On June 1, the 
average price tn fifty representative American cities was 
12. n cents a gallon — not counting tax — as compared 
with U.78 cents on the same day last year, and 20.70 
cents in 1921. 

On June 1, the average tax rate was in excess of 4 
cents 3 gallon for the first time in history. In ten years 
the tax has increased 3.8f cents a gallon, while the aver- 
age price of gas has declined 13.19 cents. 

It is believed that the trend toward higher taxes may 
be coming to an end. One reason for this is resentment 
on the part of motorists — and another reason is the preva- 
lence of gas bootlegging and tax evasion. A tax rate of 
25 or more per ccnc on a necessary commodicy cannot be 

justified.

THE GOVERNMENT AS DICTATOR 
"The growing contempt for law is attributable in large 
measure to a mistaken zeal for more and ever more law," 
said Governor Ritchie of Maryland, a short time ago. 
"The government is no longer the creature and protector 
of our individual rights, but is rapidly becoming the dic- 
tator of them." 

Few who arc familiar with the course of legislation of 
the last quarter of a century, will deny this. Govern- 
ments, both state and federal, have shown a steadily in- 



creasing disposition to regulate by law the acts of their 
citizens. Reform ny)vements, based on misunderstanding 
of human problems; have swept all before them, and the 
principal result is that the United States is now the most 
lawless of tl\e great nations. 

One wonders when we will again realize that progress 
comes from the individual, not from the statcj that reg- 
ulation of human conduct can only be successful when 
it is voluntary, rather than statutory.

IT CAN'T BE DONE 

There is one born every minute! 

This time a young man in New Jersey decided to try 
out the old theory that a lighted match would be ex- 
tinguished if quickly plunged into gasoline. Result— he 
is now in the hospital in a critical condition, his body 
badly burned. 

Theoretically a lighted match could be extinguished 
by gasoline if it could be quickly plunged through pure 
air into the liquid. Unfortunately, It is impossible to 
fulfil these requirements, as wherever there is gasoline 
there is also gasoline vapor immediately above it. This 
vapor mixed with air forms a powerful explosive, the 
same as that which propels motor cars. In the foregoing 
experiment the lighted match had to pass through a layer 
of vapor mixed with air which immediately exploded and 
covered the victim with flaming gasoline. 

As an interestng sidelight of this experiment, the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters reported a 1929 fire 
loss of $M.JOO,000 caused by petroleum and Its products 
and listed under the heading, "Strictly Preventable." It 
also points out that people who attempt to do dry clean- 
ing in their homes with gasoline arc courting disaster. 

XCTienever anyone feels inclined to take liberties with 
gasoline he should remember that potentially it is noth- 
ing less than a death-dealing explosive. The vapor, from 
one gallon of gasoline mixed in proper proportions with 
air, has explosive possibilities equal to eighty-three pounds 
of dynamite. .- -■-. ' -

Jones Says Tax " Revision 

Will Cure the Nation's

Declaring that the present system 
of taxation Is largely responalblo for 
the depression because the massfos hit 
hardest by unjust property taxes have 
been shorn of buying power, Asaistiint 
Supervisor Choa. O. Jones, of Wauke- 
gan In a letter to the News today sug-

Jones points to high taxes on small 
properties, and tlio "frozen MseU" of 
the mortgage racket which caused the 
closing of thousands ot bonks, as be- 
ing the underlying causes of tho de^ 
prosslon. THie hidden wealth of In- 
tangibles should be brouglit to light, 
according to Jones, who advocates 
somewhat radical departures from the 
present aystom of taxation, and new 
ideas regarding property' exemptions 
and the limiting of Incomes. Never- 
theless, much sound lo^c la set forth 
lu his letter.

By MarguBrlta G. Phllllpt. 
A short lime ago a former U. S. 
commissioner of education sold, "Tho 
four yoara before tho beginning of 
school life are years of Intense octlv. 
Ity and of groat Importance In the in- 
tellectual and moral education of the 
child. The child's mind la aleri, his 
aensos are keen, and development is 
rapid, Tho mar- or woman-to-be Is the 
precise product of tho training re- 
ceived In the Impressionable first 
years of childhood." 

This scientific truth has now been 
80 firmly establlahe<i and haa com- 
manded such widespread attention, 
that Intelligent iwirents everywhere 
are fully aroused to their responsibil- 
ity. Never before In tho history of tho 
education of mankind has the pre- 
school been given so much attention. 
Why? Because the wise parent wonts 
the proper training for hia child dur- 
ing these critical first years. Parents 
are asking thomaelvoa, "la there 
something we can do right now In 
these plastic years that will mean na 
much to their minds as the food and 
clothing we feel Is so neceftsnry?" Tho 
answer la pre-school training. 

Child development haa become a na- 
tional Issue. Five million parents 
have Joined the National Parent- 
Teacher Association. Child-study 
groups have been eatabllahod through- 
out the country wherever conaclen- 
tious parents have realized the urgent 
need for It. The pre-school child needs 
trained guidance.. Their minds are 
awakened to new Interests; they dis- 
cover new powers In thameelves, and 



learn how to manipulate the toola ol 
aoclal cUBtom. In other words, what- 
ever their little minds conceive the 
proper direction la there to guide them 
along right channels nnd to teach 
them gowl fellowahip with man with- 
out the constant preachment of 
"Don'ts."

Medal for the Saving of Human Life. Twenty, 
employes have been given the award and eight , 
more are expeaed to receive it this yeu. ' 
Most of the cases have been outside of busi- 
ness—employes on their v«ations, on their 
way home from work, off duty.

Scannell. Andit is alto proud of the hundreds of

Peach Nectar. 

Peel, stone and crush very ripe but 
sound peaches. To six qunrta of the 
pulp add one quart vinegar. Lot stand 
In an onamol or porcelain vossol for 
36 hours with a cloth tlotl over the lop 
of the container. Strain llrBt through 
ft cheesecloth bag and then through a 
flannel one. 

Moasuro Juice and add an equal 
quantity of sugar. Stir until dis- 
solved. Place In a preserving ketUe 
and boll 5 minutos counting time 
when Juice begins to boll. Remove at 
once pour Into sterilized Jars or bot- 
tles, and seal tightly. Storo In a cool 
place. 

Use about four lableapoona of this 
ayrup In an Ice tea gloss with crushed 
Ice and water for a refreshing bever- 
age. 

Blackberry Cordial. 

Crush the berrlca with a wooden 
spoon and turn Into a jelly bag. 
Squeeze tho bag to extract as much 
Juice as poaalble. Allow tho droga to 
sottio, and then drip through a canton 
flannel bag. To each pint of Juice add 
one cup sugar, one-half teaspoon 
ground cloves, one-halt toaspooa 
ground cinnamon, and ono teaspoon 
ground nutmeg. Boll gently for 20 
minutea. pour Into storlllxed Jars or 
bottles, and seal tightly. 
^ Raspberry Vinegar. 

2 quarts raspberries 

3 cups sugar 

2 cups elder vinegar 

Pour tho vinegar over half tho ber- 
ries and let stand In a granite or 
porcelain container over night Strain 
off the liquid In tho morning and pour 
U over the rest of tho berries.
